Area school officials are consider- 
ing an early start to the 2020-21 school 
year next fall. With Labor Day falling 
late in 2020, September 7th, and 
Christmas break taking a full two 
weeks, this would put the end of the 
180 day school year into the third 
week of June in 2021 or possibly later 
if there are a large number of snow 
days. East Jordan School Board at 
their regular meeting October 21st 
began discussing possibly starting 
school September 1st next fall, one 
week earlier then their regular Tues- 
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day after Labor Day start. Superin- 
tendent Matt Stevenson says he is 
looking at the early start date for East 
Jordan Schools for only the upcom- 
ing school year. 

Since a State ban on starting the 
school year before Labor Day went 
into effect in 2006, hundreds of Michi- 
gan school districts have applied for 
waivers from the Michigan Depart- 
ment of Education. Mr. Stevenson 
said the Charlevoix Emmet Interme- 
diate School District would apply for 
a waiver on behalf of the local dis- 
tricts. The state allows an intermedi- 
ate school district to obtain waivers

On September 17, 2019, 
Detectives from the 
Charlevoix

Sheriffs Of- 
fice re- 
sponded to 
the Munson 
Healthcare 
Charlevoix 
Hospital 
Emergency 
Room for a 
complaint of 
suspected 
child abuse. 
The investi- 
gation in- 
volved a 
15-month old 
child who was brought into 
the Emergency Department 
by his biological mother. 

The child was placed in 
protective custody immedi- 
ately. During the course of 
the month-long investiga- 
tion, Detectives learned the 
child had numerous signs of 
severe abuse. 

On October 23, 2019, two 
(2) Charlevoix County resi- 
dents, John Paul Fiedorek 
age 32 and Monica Lynn 
Cornell age 33, were ar- 
rested on child abuse 
charges in connection with 
the investigation. 

On October 24, 2019, 
Charlevoix County Prosecu- 
tor’s Office authorized 
charges on Fiedorek and 
Cornell for Child Abuse 
First Degree. Cornell is 
being held at the Charlevoix 
County Jail on a $100,000 
bond. Fiedorek is being held 
at the Charlevoix County 
Jail on a $200,000 bond. 

Pretrial is set for October 
29, 2019 at 9:30 a.m. for both 
Cornell and Fiedorek. Pre- 
liminary exams will take 
place on November 5, 2019 at 
3 p.m.

MDHHS receives vaping products testing results 


The Michigan Depart- 
ment of Health and Human 
Services (MDHHS) is alert- 
ing vaping and e-cigarette 
users about recent test re- 
sults the state received from 
the Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration (FDA) on vaping ma- 
terials collected from lung 
injury patients in the state. 

Lung injury patients are 
asked to provide any materi- 
als they have vaped for test- 
ing. Results received from 
FDA’s preliminary testing of 
materials used by five lung 
injury patients in the state 
found: 

Two patients’ products 
contained only nicotine. 

One patient’s products 
contained only tetrahydro- 
cannabinol (THC). 

One patient’s products 
contained both THC and 
nicotine. 

One patient’s products 
contained THC and vitamin 
E acetate. One product, a 
Dank Vape Birthday Cake 
THC cartridge, contained 23 
percent vitamin E acetate. 

The FDA lab results re- 
ceived by MDHHS is the first 
confirmation that a Michi- 
gan lung injury patient was 
exposed to vitamin E ac- 
etate. 

In addition, two vaping 
cartridges submitted by a 
medical marijuana care- 
giver to a Michigan Mari- 
juana Regulatory Agency 
licensed safety compliance 
facility also contained 40 
percent or more of vitamin 
E acetate.

lung injuries is not yet 
known, the majority of lung 
injury patients report using 
products with THC. One hy- 
pothesis being investigated 
is that contaminants in THC 
vapes, including vitamin E 
acetate, may be related to 
the outbreak. Other states 
are also finding vitamin E 
acetate in their testing. The 
New York State Department 
of Health found high levels 
of vitamin E acetate in 
nearly all cannabis-contain- 
ing samples analyzed as part 
of its own investigation of 
lung injury patients. Prod- 
uct sample testing at the 
Utah Public Health Labora- 
tory showed evidence of vi- 
tamin E acetate in 89 
percent of THC-containing 
cartridges provided by six 
lung injury patients. 

“We urge Michiganders 
not to use e-cigarette or vap- 
ing products, particularly 
those containing THC,” said 
Dr. Joneigh Khaldun, chief 
medical executive and chief 
deputy for health for 
MDHHS. “This outbreak is 
still under investigation, and 
the exact substance or de- 
vices that are causing the 
outbreak are unknown.” 

As of Oct. 25, Michigan 
has 44 confirmed and proba- 
ble lung injury cases, with 
one death. About 81 percent 
of these patients reported 
using a product containing 
THC. Nationally, there have 
been 1,604 lung injury cases 
associated with the use of e- 
cigarette or vaping products 
reported to Centers for Dis-

ease Control and Prevention 
(CDC) from 49 states, the 
District of Columbia and 
one US. territory as of Oct.

MDHHS continues to 
work closely with the CDC 
and the FDA to get addi- 
tional information that can 
help identify the ingredients 
in the vape materials that 
are making people sick. So 
far, no specific brand of de- 
vice or e-liquid has been 
identified. Although prod- 
ucts with THC, particularly 
those obtained through in- 
formal or illicit sources, ap- 
pear to play a major role in 
this outbreak, nicotine prod- 
ucts cannot be excluded at 
this point. 

Based on recommenda- 
tions by the CDC, MDHHS 
has issued the following 
health advisory: 

CDC and MDHHS recom- 
mend that persons should 
not use e-cigarette or vaping 
products, particularly those 
that contain THC. 

At present, CDC and 
MDHHS also recommend in- 
dividuals refrain from using 
e-cigarette or vaping prod- 
ucts that contain nicotine. 

E-cigarette and/or vaping 
products should never be 
used by youths, young 
adults or women who are 
pregnant. 

Individuals who do not 
currently use tobacco prod- 
ucts should not start using 
e-cigarette or vaping prod- 
ucts.

Are 
they as safe as traditional, 
neighborhood banks?

Dear Jeanna, 

Sure, if they’re guaran- 
teed by the Federal Deposit 
Insurance Corporation. The 
FDIC is one of two agencies 
that provide deposit insur- 
ance to customers in Amer- 
ica’s depository 
institutions. The other is 
the National Credit Union 
Administration, or NCUA, 
which insures and regu- 


buy any type of e-cigarette 
or vaping products, particu- 
larly those containing THC, 
off the street. 

Individuals should not 
modify or add any sub- 
stances to e-cigarette or vap- 
ing products that are not 
intended by the manufac- 
turer, including products 
purchased through retail es- 
tablishments. 

Adults who are vaping 
should not smoke com- 
bustible tobacco products as 
a replacement for nicotine. 
E-cigarettes are not FDA ap- 
proved as a smoking cessa- 
tion device. Free help is 
available for individuals 
who are interested in quit- 
ting tobacco at 800-QUIT- 
NOW (800-784-8669). 

Teens trying to quit to- 
bacco or stop vaping can call 
or text the My Life, My Quit 
program at 855-891-9989 for 
real-time coaching. This 
program allows teens to 
work with a coach who lis- 
tens and understands their 
unique needs, provides per- 
sonalized support and helps 
them build a quit plan to be- 
come free from nicotine. 

E-cigarette and/or vaping 
users should immediately 
seek medical attention if 
they develop symptoms such 
as shortness of breath, chest 
pain, cough, fever and/or 
nausea and vomiting.

Lake sturgeon eggs and lar- 
vae were collected from the 
wild in April and May and 
then reared in streamside fa- 
cilities until they were large 
enough to tag. To allow for fu- 
ture evaluations of stocked 
fish, most fish were tagged be- 
fore being released into lakes 
and rivers. 

“Many of these stocking ef- 
forts were public events that 
shined a spotlight on how im- 
portant lake sturgeon are to 
Michigan,” said DNR Fish- 
eries Division Chief Jim Dex- 
ter. “Our state has a long 
history with this species, and 
working with our partners 
helps us protect them for fu- 
ture generations.” 

The lake sturgeon is on 
Michigan’s threatened species 
list. These annual stocking ef- 
forts — supported by several 
important partners who work 
to secure needed funding and 
resources — are critical to 
restoring the state’s lake stur- 
geon population.
